Fox Imcffirs the art world well; he has been associated with the Abrams 
house since Its establishment In 1950 as one of the primary publishers of 
books on art in the country. A New Yorker by birth, he shudled four years 
at the Cleveland Institute of Art (then the Cleveland School of Art), 
under an Agnes Gund scholarship. In 1925 and 1926 he attended the Academic 
Julian in Paris and in 1935 earned a master’s degree from Western Reserve 
University* 

He is a funinter and print maker, known particularlly in Cleveland 
for his portraits and for the mural paintings in Cleveland Public Auditorium 
which he did in 1933 and 1934 under the W.P.A. arts projects. His works 
won prizes in the 1928 and 1933 May Shows. 

During the years between 1930 and 1944 Fox resided in Cleveland, not 
only painting but serving three pears as art critic on the former Cleveland 
News and for twelve years as Instructor and supervisor of special talent 
and motion pictures at The Cleveland Musetaa of Art. He has taught at The 
Cleveland institute of Art, the Cleveland School of Architecture and 
Western Reserve University.

Fox became Abrama* editor in 1950 after having spent several years 
in Hollywood writing film scripts. In 1951 he bicame a vice president 
and in 1961, editor-’in-chief . He^served as consultant for NBC television 
in the productions in 1964 and 1965 of "Museum without Walls" and "The 
Louvre" . 

He is a member of the Board of Governors of the Institute for the 
Study of Art in Education* He belongs to the Renaissance Society, The 
College Art Association and the Writers* Guild.
